Tbe bill, in substance, “ gives a pension 
of not less than $0 a month and not 
more thau $12 to every honorably dis­ 
charged soldier suffering from mental 
or physical debsl ty of a permanent char* 
• acier, not the result of his own Vici ins 
Labile, which makes I im unable to earn 
his own support. T ie b ill also provides 
for the pension of dependent parentb and 
of widows ani children 
The bill is an improvement on the or­ 
iginal Morrill bill which gave a pension 
of SH a moLth to everybody who reached 
the age of 62 and strved in the civil war, 
no mal ter whether he is woith live dol­ 
la r or five millions. There was won- 
derful extravagance in this bill, betides 
there 
was 
no 
sort 
of 
reason 
why 
a 
person 
of 
wealth 
should 
receive eight dollars a month because 
he served in the war. 
Tbe principle 
which tbculd govern a general pension 
bill, is tnat of liberality to the needy and 
deserving. There are some objections to 
the service pensions urged by many cf 
be leaders among the veterans, although 
all the objections do not seem to be well 
taken. Tbe scheme which seems to have 
tbe greeter justice in it, is that of givmg 
all veterans who arrive at tbe age cf 60 
years and are dependent en herd labor 
for a living, a pension of say $12 a month 
during their life time. There ate sense 
and jast.ee in such a measure as this, and 
an applicant wonld not be forced to make 
oath that he was a pauper before he 
could establish a claim to a pension. 
There is much difficulty rn framing a 
pension meat me. There are so meoy 
conflicting ideas as to what a pension 
law should be, that no bill will satisfy all 
interested. The principle which should 
govern the enactment of a pension law is 
that cf justice to the soldier, but what 
constitutes justice in a case of that kind 
is a difli ult question to settle eveD 
among the veterans. This is one of the 
many difficulties with which this pension 
business is constantly beset.

W U A T DOES E E V I SION M EAN? 
The McKinley tariff bill hat struck a 
snag in the senate. 
A halt has been 
called, and there seems to be a disposi­ 
tion to propose some of the amendments 
which would be ia keeping with tte 
promises made by the republican national 
conventions in 1884 aud 1888. Among tbe 
republican 
senators 
who 
favor a 
revision of the tariff in the hues propos­ 
ed by there conventions and ragge^tea 
from time to time by Presidents Garfield 
and Arthur, are Allison and Plumb. The 
luter Ocean calla them “ chronic grum­ 
blers on the tariff question:” Why does 
that paper call them such ? They believe 
in the principle of republican protection* 
and their political faith bas always rest­ 
ed upon that principle. Then why should 
they be set down as chronic kickers or 
ohroLi c grumblers ? 
There tire seme features of the Mc­ 
Kinley bi I od which I >yal republicans 
may differ. No tariff hill will satisfy all 
interests, because different interests de­ 
mand different duties. The proposition 
of the McKinley committee to place a 
duty of 15 per cent on hides, was a seri­ 
ous mistake. 
It was directly against 
the interests of the people. Cattle syn­ 
dicates or oattle barons wanted the duly

Linen dealers say they will have to pay 
more for tLeir linen goods, should the 
linen clause be allowed to stand, and they 
will be forced to protect themselves from 
loss, to charge additional prices to the 
retail purchaser. How is the purchaser 
to be compensated for this advance? 
Not by tbe increase in the manufeciure 
of linen in this country, for tbe time will 
probably never come when in this branch 
of industry a tariff will drive out foreiga 
I men made from foreign fiber. A re­ 
publican merchant tells the Gazoi e that 
this propossed duty on linen, will oause 
much dissatisfaction among tbe pur­ 
chasers of linen for tbe reasons we have 
name-*, ani a Chicago merchant, also a 
republican, says: 
While tbe manufacturer of American 
linen wnl, no doubt, be greatly encour­ 
aged by the new and higher tariff duties 
impi Bed by the McKinley bill, ii will 
probably be some time before the home 
product eau successfully compete with 
foreign goods of the same kind. 
As it 
is, we do not even grow seed enough for 
our own consumption, leaving the pro­ 
duct rn of tiber out of tbe account alto­ 
gether. And so long cs we are compelled 
to import seed for our own use there will 
ba less inducement to attempt the culti­ 
vation of fiber 
Tbese are Rome cf the obj^etiins to 
the higher duties prop s-d by the Mc­ 
Kinley bill, and the senate in its sober­ 
ness shoo 11 confider the meanie gj)f tar­

CRAFT. 


W hat th e New R orpedo Rout Hushing Is 
Capable o f Doing. 
The new torpedo bout Cushing is at­ 
tracting great attention, says a W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Com me reial-G alette. 
It 
turns 
out 
that there is no faster boat in the world 
for an hour's run. 
She can mako 
twenty-eight miles for an hour with­ 
out the slightest difficulty and without 
any heating of machinery, and could 
continue this hour after hour except 
for the impossibility of the small screw 
which she carries performing tho ne­ 
cessary work. 
She can run twenty- 
five miles an hour without regard to 
distance. 
The Cushing is 128 feet 
long, lo feet beam at the widest part, 
and!) feet deep. 
W ithout her load of 
torpedoes and ammunition she is abcAit 
o feet out of water at her bow and 
2 ut the stern, 
lier craft when on an 
even keel is I and a A feet. 
Tho 
power of her two engines is tremen­ 
dous. 
They are quadruple expansion 
engines and each run an independent 
screw. 
The boat can be stopped and started 
astern inside of three times lier length 
when running at high speed. 
She can 
spin around rapidly without moving 
ahead, and so turn within her length. 
She can run around at high speed in 
a circle the diameter of which is only 
a few times lier length. 
In action 
the expectation is that she can run up 
at high speed to within 200 or 800 
yards of a vessel, discharge a torpedo 
from lier bows and retreat, leaving the 
torpedo to proceed on its way. 
These 
latter are themselves propelled in 
their flight by attached machinery. 
The full crew is eighteen. 
The 
officers are: 
Lieut. C. McRae W in­ 
slow', 
Ensign William Truxton, and 
Assistant Engineer B. F. Bryan. 
The 
machinery makes very little noise, 
and there is little tremor to the boat. 


R o s e b u d , Mont., June 13.—Tho fam­ 
ily of L. S. Cinter,who were driven from 
their home by the Northern Cheyennes, 
arrived here this morning in a state of 
fright which has almost driven them to 
insanity. 
They were peaceable settlers 
who were not aware that the savages 
bore them 
any ill 
will. 
Just at 
nightfall 
Wednesday 
six 
or 
eight 
red mea rodo up to their cabin on a 
gallop, tired several shots into it, and 
galloped 
away 
again, yelling 
like 
demons the while. 
They made no at­ 
tempt to steal or burn anything and did 
not stop to discover whether they had 
killed anybody. 
None of the family 
was injured, but fearing a return of the 
Indians they gathered together such 
portables as they could carry in a farm 
wagon and left the rauch as hastily as 
possible. 
Many other settlers have left their 
homes, and they will not return until 
they have military 
protection. 
The 
posse of cowboys which left here last 
night encountered a hand of Cheyennes 
thirteen miles south of here this morn­ 
ing and exchanged several shots with 
t hem. 
Residents of this section of Mon­ 
tana are outspoken in their condemna­ 
tion of the Government. 
They say it 
angered 
tho Cheyennes by removing 
them, 
gave 
them 
an 
exaggerated 
notion* 
of 
their 
importance 
bv permitting them to return, got them , 
into trouble with the settlers by prac­ 
tically furnishing them no provisions, 
and left them to ward off starvation by 
stealing. 
The Indians are here, 2,000 
or 3,000 of them; they cannot kill bnf 
falo as of yore, but they have excellent 
appetites and will kill beeves as long as 
they are to be found, no matter to whom 
they belong. 
This state of things can 
not continue to exist. 
The Cheyennes 
must be given reasonable rations 
removed to the Indian Territory. 
F o r t K e o g h , Mont., June 13.—Half a 
dozen small bands of Indians are camped 
in the immediate vicinity of Miles City 
and Fort Keogh, but they profess to be 
of a peaeeablo disposition and say they 
know 
nothing 
of 
the 
affairs at 
Tongue 
River Agency. 
The arms 
and 
ammunition sent out by Gov 
Toole 
arrived 
at 
Miles City 
this 
morning. 
These will be placed at the 
disposal of citizens, who will use them 
in case an attempt is made to rescue 
White Buffalo and tho other Indians in 
jail here for the murder of Robert Fer­ 
guson. 
Five companies of troops have 
been sent to points where an outbreak 
would be most likely to occur, and others 
are ready to move in ea<e orders come 
from Gen. Ruger in command of the 
department. 
The hostiles have sent 
runners to Fine Ridge, Rosebud, Crow, 
Flathead, 
and 
Camp 
Poplar 
River 
Agencies requesting 
the 
Indians at 
(hose points to join in tho 
proposed up* 
rising. 
The Crows flatly refused to go 
on tile w arpath, and prom ptly gave the 
whites all tho 
information they ob­ 
tained from the Cheyenne emissaries.

principles above stated.

—In the Sen­ 
ate Mr. P latt gave notice that imme­ 
diately after the consideration of th<^ 
silver bill ho would ask tile Senate to 
consider the bill for the admis sion of 
Wyoming as a State. 
A resolution was agreed to calling on 
the Secretary of War for the engineers' 
report on the improvement of tho har­ 
bor of RutTalo. 
House bill was passed 
for the establishment of new harbor 
I.ties In Portage Lake, Michigan. 
Mr. Davis presented tile conference 
report on the dependent pension bill. 
A fter Some debate the report went over 
and was ordered printed, with the bill 
as agreed to by the conference com­ 
mittee. 
T he silver bill was then taken 
up and Mr. Evarts addressed the Senate. 
A fter a review of tile international 
conference on the question of silver (out 
of which nothing Had come) he said that 
now for the first time in tile progress of 
the m atter of redress the question con­ 
fronted the Republican party, which 
had a majority in each House, and had 
the control of the executive power. 
It 
was for that party to determine th at the 
interval of lassitude and of delay should 
be no longer extended. What, then, were 
they to do. 
Tile people of tho United 
States, through their representatives in 
Hie two houses of Congress, 
and 
in 
their election of the executive beati, iii

opinion,

would not allow tile disgrace and dis­ 
order to continue. 
Congress was now 
prepared for tho adoption in one form or 
another, of a measure which, as com­

Speaking of tho proposed 
opening of

the silver of the world, Mr. Evarts said 
th a t with the difference in ratios (IN1.;

measure would be utterly impracticable, 
especially if it w as desired also to cause 
the opening of the mints abroad to sil­ 
ver. 
The proposition to receive silver 
bullion over the counter of the Treasury 
and to pay for it in certificates, leaving 
the transaction to the will ot tile owner 
of the bullion, he had never approved. 
Money can never be safely treated as a 
commodity.

S p r in g f ie l d , 
111., 
June 13.—The 
Supreme court has rendered a decision 
in the Jacksonville bucket-shop case. 
affecting the dealing in options gener­ 
ally. 
William Sobey of Jacksonville was in­ 
dicted and convicted under the act in 
relatian to special bucket-shops and the 
case was carried to the Supreme court. 
Sobey 
was 
the agent 
of 
Robert 
Lindblom & Co., of Chicago, meinbersof 
the Chicago board of trade. He received 
quotations and placed them on a black­ 
board for public inspection, and pro­ 
posed to buy aud sell on the C hicago 
markets aud receive margins therefor, 
d ia rie s James bought fj.OOo bushels of 
wheat and the same quantity of corn 
and put up 2 cents a bushel as margin 
on October for May delivery. He close I 
tile deal in a few days at an advance and 
neither received 
nor delivered 
any 
grain. 
The court finds that he did not buy or 
sell the grain for actual Hie, hut simply 
for speculation. 
By tie* revised crim ­ 
inal code of ISTA it is made a criminal 
offense to deal in options, and the court 
says that the purchase of grain or 
other commodities for future delivery is 
a gambling contract, if the intention 
at tile time of purchase was to make 
future shipments and not for actual de­ 
livery. 
But if cither party contracted 
in good faith and intended to deliver the 
grain it i< not a gambling contract. 
T he court says it was tile Legislative in­ 
tention to do away with t He evils result­ 
ing from bucket-shops and bucket-shop­ 
ping and to suppress the sice of gamb­ 
ling in grain and other commodities, 
detrim ental to the interest ami welfare 
of the public. 
Tho court is of the 
opinion th at it is no longer possible iii 
this State, under any shift or device, to 
keep an office or 
other place where 
people may engage iii speculation in 
futures and gambling upon the rise amt 
fall of tile market.

F arm ers w hose ex p erien ce w ith th e 
pum pkin has been confined to w hat it 
w ill yield w hen plan ted am ong corn 
would be su rp rised to see th e crop th a t 
can be grow n w hen raised by itself, 
w ith a lib eral app lication of th e kind 
of m an u re best ad apted to it. 
J a s. J . 
H. G regory, M arblehead, M ass., in th e 
N ew E ngland F arm er, 
says: 
T he 
kind of m anure best for th e corn crop 
is not th e kind w hich is th e best for 
th e pun. pkin crop. 
C orn requires loam 
rich in. phosphoric acid an d potash, 
and certain ly b u t a sm all p er cent. of 
nitrogen. 
T h e vine oiass, 
such as 
pum pkins, squashes and m elons, re ­ 
quire, on th e contrary, loam th a t shall 
be especially rich in nitrogen, and th e 
q u an tity of th e crop is alm ost kl pro ­ 
portion to th e lib erality of th e use of 
th is elem ent, 
W hile it m ig h t not pay 
to p u rch ase th e high-priced form s of 
nitro g en for th e crop, y e t w here th e 
farm er has access to th a t very cheap 
source, fish waste, if he has a d airy it 
m ay be m ade to pay well, 
L ast sp rin g I m easured off a half 
acre of fair loam th a t had been m an­ 
ured a t about th e equivalent of six 
cords to th e acre for th e four y ears it 
h ad been reclaim ed for p asture; to 
th is w as applied four coinIs of barn 
m anure in w hich ra th e r over a ton o! 
fish h ad been well m ixed. 
T he piece 
was planted tow ard th e close of May 
w ith th e 
M ichigan 
alam oth pum p­ 
kin, iu h ills 1 2 x 12, th e vines being 
finally reduced to tw o to each hill. 
T hey h ad th re e cultivations, though 
at one period of th e ir grow th th e weeds 
got th e sta rt, and th e re had to be som e 
h a rd pulling. 
In th e fall, a fte r the 
leaves of th e vines h ad m ostly died 
down, th e field, covered w ith its huge 
fruit, w eighing from tw enty to forty 
pounds each, and alm ost every one of 
th e rich est oran g e color, w as c e rta in ­ 
ly a very strik in g sight. 
O ne load 
being w eighed, and th e q uantity of 
th e rest of tho loads being estim ated 
from th a t w eight, wTe found th e e n tire 
crop, 
including tw o loads not fully 
ripe, was rising ten tons.

th is variety to get tw enty tons to th e

I have know n a crop a t th e ra te 
of tw enty-five tons to th e acre to bo 
raised from pum pkins whose average

was not o ver e ig h t pounds. 
T his crop was rem arkably large, for 
Die fact th a t th e seed was tak en from 
several v arieties which grew side by 
side, for a m ongrel crop of e ith e r 
pum pkins o r squashes, if but one step 
rem oved from its parents, w ill yield 
jf h eav ier th a n did e ith e r of its parents.

S craping off tho old, scaly 
b ark

doing th is it is Dost to throughly satu ­ 
rate th e b ark and its 
m ineut recesses 
and intersections w ith som e 
kind 
oi 
effectual insecticide w ash th a t will kill 
all incipient enem ies before tho scrap ­ 
ings reach th e ground. 
F or such a wash, 
a M issouri fruit 
grow er says, in th e Jo u rn a l 
of 
A gri­ 
culture, th a t he uses a m ixture of lim e 
slacked w ith soft w ater (old soap suds 
is still b etter) w ith carbolic acid, 
soft 
soap and sulphur. 
T o one 
jieek of 
lim o used, w hile hot add one-half g a l­ 
lon crude carbolic acid (cost five cents) 
one gallon soft soap and 
four pounds 
of sulphur; stir well. 
H e says: 
“ lf 
th e m iller has laid th e egg w hich pro ­ 
duces th e borer, th e w ash is d eath to 
th e egg. T h e m iller, m oth and beetles 
will not deposit th e ir eggs in a tree 
th u s w ashed. 
T he 
w ash described 
will prevent both apple and peach-tree 
borers.”

Farm ers' R utter. 
A short tim e ago a letter was pub 
lished in an agricultural journal from 
a farmer's wife, asking whether a cer­ 
tain writer had ever eaten any poor 
butter upon 
a farmer’s table, 
and 
com plaining of the injustice done tbe 
■farmers’ 
w ives.” butter makers of 
tho country, when it was asserted t^&t 
a large proportion of the butter made 
by them, that reached the market, 
was consigned to the grease tubs or 
inferior” grades. 
As Hoard's Dairy­ 
man says: 
“T he badness of what is 
known as farmer’s butter does not in- 
horo to that which is actually con9um 


ed on the fanner’s 
table between 
churning*; for if there i9 a man on 
earth who gets it fresh and sw eet it is 
the farmer; it is made and gone before 
a particle of the little extra caseous 
m atter there may be 
In it, as com ­ 
pared with extra dairy and factory 
butter, has had tim e to either ferment 
or decay: and hente he is timely liv­ 
ing on Hie butter-fat of the land, when 
in its most perfect aroma and frestv 
ness. 
It is when the farmer starts out 
to fill 
tho m arket w ith what is not 
needed for home consumption, and he 
tries lo get his share from the sale of 
the 600,000.000 pounds that is made 
for our population, 
other than the 
farmers, that 
lie most 
disastrously 
fails; because he assumes, or many of 
them do, that the excellence of his 
table butter, usually not three days 
from the churn, will attach itself lo. 
and go with, the little package he has 
to spare, above the family needs. 
Al­ 
most as well m ight the butcher assume 
that the freshness and sw eetness of his 
meat on the block, would be retained 
and go with it to tho consumers hun­ 
dreds of m iles away, without com ply­ 
ing with the conditions of preserva­ 
tion, transportation and m arketing.

A M innesota grower of cur- j 
rants who ha9 a thousand bearing 1 
bushes says; 
feed

abundantly | 
with eow-manure and ashes and 
givo ; 
absolutely clean culture. 
T he next point of especial mom ent ! 
at this season is the best method of 
vanquishing the currant-worms. 
T he I 
eggs are deposited on the underside 
of the leaves early in the spring. Soon 
after hatching tho young 
worms 
be­ 
gin eating through the leaves, 
lf 
at 
this time the leaves are picked off and 
burned, or the larva* crushed to death, 
further injury is prevented, 
but 
this 
is a tedious process. 
At tho W iscon­ 
sin 
Horticultural 
convention 
at 
Sparta last season, Mr. J. M. Sm ith 
of Green Bay, said ho used 
a three- 
gallon sprinkling pot, 
and drenched 
the leaves with a m ixture of one-half 
spoonful of hellebore to three gallons 
of water, opening the bushes with one 
hand and using tho sprinkler with tho 
other. 
Others there present had suc­ 
ceeded by spraying with 
London-pur­ 
ple and with other insecticides. S t!i an­ 
other said he jarred the bushes with a 
stick, then turning on boiling 
water. 
A sligh t stroke jars the worms off and 
the scalding water kills them without 
injury to the bushes. 
Sprinkling with 
sour m ilk was also vouched for as a 
sure remedy. 
Spraying or sprinkling 
seemed to be conceded 
as preferable [ 
to dusting with hellebore because the J 
fluid reaches the 
under side 
of the 1 
leaves better. 
As with most other fruits, special j 
care and thinning out pays also 
with 
the currant 
A t first 
thought this 
would seem aji extrem e bordering on 
fussiness, yet not only thinning out but 
clipping each 
cluster increases the 
m aximum yield of fruit, 
and also 
m aterially enhances the selling price, 
their being of uniform size and ripeness 
and absence of the 
usual dead tips, 
securing a m agnificent 
appearance 
for marketing. 
Tho clipping off the 
tips of the bunches, 
together with 
thinning out, is quickly dono 
with a 
sm all pair of scissors. 
Another point in eurrant-culturo 
to 
prolonging the 
season. 
W e have 
seen them kept in prime condition on 
until w eeks beyond the usual
